riches in this respect. 

German and Japanese children 
have long been well-behaved. They 
Wid what they were told and be- 
lieved what they were taught. As 
they grew up they were drilled in 
unquestioning obedience. Their 
emotions and reactions were con- 
trolled. In war, when they were 
rightly led, they responded with 
the efficiency of well-oiled ma- 
chines. But, when their leaders fell 
they seldom could replace them 
from the ranks or staff and were, 
at least temporarily, disorganized. 
But G.I. Joe was different. If a 
leader “got it,” from a sergeant to 
a general, someone stepped into the 
breech: an automobile mechanic 
from Paynesville, Ohio, a druggist 
from Albany or a garbage collector 
from the Bronx. The operation 
went through on schedule—because 
these men had faced life from a 
standpoint of individua® courage 
and responsibility since the eighth 
grade. .

1 think, my foreign friend, that 
children earn the right to be im- 
portant in this country. They are 
important everywhere; but those 
lands where they are repressed and 
regimented into small robots of po- 
liteness and approved behavior have 
not proved themselves the strong- 
est nor the happiest of human com- 
monwealths ... Sometimes, I grant 
you, we are momentarily tempted 
to murder some of our impertinent, 
rebellious kids. And the few that do 
become criminals are, no doubt, | 
more dangerous than European 
types. 

But, considering the problem, by 
and large we’re proud of them. We 
wouldn’t trade you.
